Although  I  was  just  a  little  shave 
at  that  time  I  remember  there  was  a  raid  and  the  men  even  came  upstairs  to  our  living  quarters 
and  I  was  playing  house  in  what  I  called  my  play  area.  They  stopped  and  watched  me,  then 
finally  moved  on.  After  they  had  gone,  Daddy  came  up  and  took  the  bottles  from  in  my  little 
piano,  crib,  and  cabinets!  We  lived,  for  a  short  time  in  Scranton,  Newark,  N.J.  and  finally  Dad 
got  a  job  in  Columbia,  Pa.  which  was  to  last  for  about  3  months,  but  here  they  remained  as  long 
as  he  lived. 
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While  in  Columbia  Bert  went  into  business  for  himself  and  as  such,  he  serviced  silk  mills  in 
a  wide  area  and  had  a  good  business.  Bert  and  Mary  both  played  the  piano.  When  he  played 
everyone  around  stopped  what  they  were  doing  to  listen  for  he  had  an  unusual  touch.

My  brother  and  I  saved  one  year  and  purchased  a  jigsaw 
for  him,  but  he  never  used  it!  Bert  was  also  a  great  reader  and  if  he  had  nothing  else  to  read, 
he  picked  up  the  dictionary!  Loved  poetry  and  classical  music.  But  this  writer  never  saw  him 
work  in  our  yards!  He  always  paid  a  man  to  take  care  of  mowing  and  weeding.  Bert  was  very 
Victorian  -  even  on  the  hottest  days  of  summer  he  would  not  sit  on  our  front  porch  unless  he 
had  on  a  vest,  coat  and  hat!

His  Aunt  pert  said  that  John  is  now 
married.  After  Dan  died  Bert  moved  into  an  apartment  for  senior  citizens,  then  later  into  a 
nursing  home.  Bert  died  sometime  in  the  late  1980s.

He  would 
give  the  lady  of  the  house  a  demonstration  and  she  would  state  that  4t  was  grand,  but  she  could 
not  even  afford  to  buy  all  the  food  she  needed  so  how  could  she  buy  a  sweeper.  Then  Leon  would 
not  only  not  make  a  sale,  but  he  would  leave  some  money  there  for  the  lady  because  he  felt  so 
sorry  for  her.  His  Dad  finally  told  him  to  stop  cause  it  was  not  the  way  a  Jewish  Man  was 
suppose  to  act!  But  his  Dad,  Dick,  was  so  full  of  pride  when  he  told  the  story!  After  Dick  died, 
Jennie  went  to  live  with  her  dau.  Reina  who  was  also  a  widow  at  that  time.  Jennie  had  a  stroke 
and  recovered  fairly  well,  but  moved  slower.  One  time  she  was  visiting  us  my  husband  made 
drinks  for  everyone.  There  were  a  good  many  folks  there  at  the  time  and  Win  had  to  use  glasses 
that  we  did  not  often  use.  Among  them  was  a  “trick”  glass  that  was  a  cut  glass  and  at  4  points 
was  cut  through  so  that  it  “leaked”.  Win  did  not  realize  it  was  with  these  glasses  and  as  luck 
would  have  it  Dear  Jennie  got  that  glass.  She  sipped  and  wiped  several  times,  then  put  the  glass 
down  and  did  not  touch  it  again.  When  we  discovered  later  that  she  had  the  glass  we  wrote  and 
told  her  and  how  she  laughed!
